The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. 


e If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the “T” position. 


e Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 


¢ Your hearing aid will act 
as a receiver; no other 
equipment is required.

Relying on nothing more than 
her soulful voice and guitar, 
Calgary-raised singer-songwriter 
Jenny Allen is said to have the 
power to move her audience in 
the style of Mary Chapin 
Carpenter and Tracy Chapman. 


She began singing in folk 
clubs and lounges at the age of 
16. Her debut CD Something to 
Say (1991) produced by Valdy, 
is augmented by a choice 
selection of original artists. 


Allen’s approach to her 
music is self assured and direct, 
yet her natural sincerity allows 
her to communicate at a 
deeper level with her audience. 


“I think I’m quite revealing 
in my songs actually,” says 
Allen, “. . . it’s almost 
embarrassing. I tend to be 
quite forward when I write 
about my feelings.” 


Her second CD, Jf J Fall 
(2000), includes 14 new songs 
she penned herself. These 


songs touch on themes that 
span from heartbreak to life 
on the streets. 


“T tend to write from a 
personal point of view, and I’m 
getting more into telling stories 
about the homeless situation, 
racism, environmental issues 
and single parenthood,” says 
Allen. 


“The stuff I’m writing these 
days is more blues orientated,” 
she says, “and the covers ’'m 
doing are far more upbeat and 
aggressive. We play ska, reggae, 
funk and even some weird 
alternative stuff.” RK

Named “an outstanding 
composer of modern blues” by 
Encyclopaedia of the Blues, Billy 
Boy Arnold has found a new 
home at Stony Plain Records 
and a new 
producer in guitar

Robillard. 


A superlative 
singer-songwriter, 
blues harp player, 
guitar player and 
bandleader, 
Arnold’s 
professional 
journey chronicles 
the evolution of 
American roots 
music, from blues 
to R&B, soul and 
rock ’n’ roll. His 
musical influence 
is also evident in 
the big-name artists 


Performers 


who have recorded his songs— 
artists such as Eric Clapton, 
David Bowie and The Animals. 


This year’s long-awaited CD, 
Boogie ’n’ Shuffle, has been 
called a tour de force. One critic 
predicts “If Chuck Berry, Taj 
Mahal and the Rolling Stones 
got together for a little party, it 
would make the play list.” 


The recording is a masterful 
synthesis of blues, R&B, 
country and rock. Showcasing 
a complement of six originals 
and six cover songs, the album 
closes with an interview with 
Arnold by Holger Petersen. 


Throughout his career, 
Arnold has toured tirelessly, 
along the way releasing seven 
other solo albums between 
1966 and 1995, including the 
more recent Eldorado Cadillac, 
on the Alligator label.

Black Umfolosi 


Black Umfolosi is famous for 
its sound: a cappella songs, 
close harmony, intricate 
rhythms, clicking, clapping 
and shouting. The group’s 
performances are also very 
visual, with leaping, stomping, 
shimmying and high kicks. 


Sounds almost theatrical? 
That, too! 


In fact, the group is 
enhancing its international 
reputation with a full spectrum 
of performance art, 
incorporating poetry, drama 
and mime—as well as dance. 
Many of the performances 
follow a theme, such as human 
rights, the environment and 
racial harmony. 


As well as playing to capacity 
crowds, the group gives 


workshops and smaller 
presentations at schools and 
other educational centres. The 
members of Black Umfolosi 
see themselves as ambassadors, 
and are not afraid to tackle 
difficult subjects. Some of 
these are race relations, AIDS 
awareness in Africa and 
elsewhere, and helping 
children to deal with 
stereotypes and understand 
cultures and traditions unlike 
their own. AK 


Critics have called Bill Bourne 
a national treasure, an 
iconoclast, an ageless blues 
man, and a master folk 
musician. The gravel-voiced, 
Edmonton-based singer- 
songwriter known for crafting 
poetic lyrics comes by his talent 


honestly—his great- 
grandfather was Iceland’s Poet 
Laureate Stefan G. Stefansson. 


Bourne first gained 
recognition in the ’80s, when 
he did a three-year stint with 
Scotland’s Tannahill Weavers. 
His desire to record his own 
material led to the formation 
of Bourne and MacLeod and 
the release of the Juno award- 
winning album Dance and 
Celebrate (1990) and the Juno- 
nominated Moon Dancers 
(1992). 


His next partnering was 
with Edmonton fiddler 
Shannon Johnson, with whom 
he released two critically 
acclaimed CDs—Dear Madonna 
(1994) and Victory Train 
(1996), which was nominated 
for a Juno. 


He went on to release two 
more CDs in 1997: the solo 
project Farmer, Philanthropist,

Richard Buckner

“Drifting from breakups to 
breakdowns, Richard Buckner 
writes devastating folk songs 
for devastated folks,” says one 
music critic. 


Angst aside, this native 
Californian singer-songwriter

recently followed his heart to 
Edmonton to marry a local 
woman. 


Buckner’s latest album, The 
Hill (1999), was his first record 
in over two years and the first 
since his parting of ways with 
the MCA label. 


The material is a musical 
interpretation of Edgar Lee 
Masters’ poetic monologues 


from the dead, published in 
1915 as the Spoon River 
Anthology. Presented as one 
piece in 18 parts, the 
recording interweaves lyrics 
with a series of instrumental 
tracks. 


A Spin music review calls the 
music “trademark Buckner— 
bearish, roaring gut songs 
followed by pin-drop ballads— 
all fitted with a cinematic edge 
that suit the high drama of 
Masters’ original work.” 


The critical buzz 
surrounding Buckner’s career 
began with the 94 debut 
release Bloomed—an 
introspective mix of sad 
breakups and deep new-found 
love. He went on to make two 
more highly acclaimed albums: 
Devotion and Doubt (1997) and 
Silence (1998). RK

Dave Carter and 
Tracy Grammer

Portland-based Dave Carter 
and Tracy Grammer are 
touted as having that extra 
something special that’s 
needed to revolutionize the 
folk genre. 


Having performed together 
for four years now, the two 
celebrated artists call their 
music “all-original, post- 
modern, mythic American.” 
Often set against a western 
Native American landscape, 
the music has an ethereal, 
dream-like quality. 


While Carter writes the 
songs, the collaboration is still 
a true partnership. Both sing 
and play guitar. Carter also 
plays banjo, piano and 
Hammond organ; Grammer 
contributes violin and 
mandolin. 


The Los Angeles Times calls 
Carter “a major lyrical talent.” 
On a similar note, The 
Oregonian says the couple 
produce music of “haunting 
beauty and uncommon 
intelligence—music that 
makes rowdy bars go quiet 
with concentration.” 


Carter and Grammer have 
won just about every major 
songwriting award in America, 


including the ’98 New Folk 
Award at the prestigious 
Kerrville Folk Festival in Texas. 
Their independently produced 
debut CD, When I Go (1998), 
was pronounced one of the 
best albums of the year by The 
Los Angeles Times. 


Likewise, the release, 
Tanglewood Tree (2000), is 
receiving heavy airplay across 
major radio formats. The 
material is described as “a 
terrific blend of rootsy 
American folk influences with 
pop melody and immediacy.” 
RK 


Eliza Carthy Band 


England 


For a comparatively young 
artist—at 24 she’s already 
gained an international 
reputation—Eliza Carthy has a 
pretty clear idea of what she 
wants and what she doesn’t. 
What she wants is to play 
traditional English music “as 
long as I possibly can and in as 
many ways as I possibly can.” 


This is her goal, even if it 
means reinventing the music. 
After all, it’s pointless to simply 
“reiterate the outstanding work 
of previous generations.” 


Carthy believes there’s a gap 
to fill. In a recent interview she 
said, “There certainly seems an 
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ingrained self-consciousness 
and embarrassment among 
English people about their own 
music ... and the more I go 
abroad the more I realize it.” 


It’s not an easy goal she’s set 
for herself. First, she gets tired 
of being on the road all the 
time; she’s done that since she 
was 17. She is, after all, the 
daughter of traditional folk 
artists Norma Waterson and 
Martin Carthy. 


Then she worries about the 
wisdom of expecting the music 
she keeps “close to her heart” 
to support her. 


So along came the answer, 
and the challenge of success. 
Her critically acclaimed 
recordings Heat, Light and 
Sound and Red Rice attracted 
the attention of Warner 
Brothers. The major label 
wanted contemporary songs 
(which she calls “pop”), and 
she delivered. The result is her 
new CD, Angels & Cigarettes, 
which showcases her singing, 
fiddle playing and songwriting, 
and a lot of other talent besides. 
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Though purists ask whether 
she risks losing the grassroots 
appeal that brought her to the 
attention of the music world in 
the first place, Eliza Carthy 
certainly has a lot to offer. It 
will be interesting for her and 
for us to see how the next few 
years unfold. AK

Neko Case and

Neko Case came out of the 
Tacoma punk scene before 
reverting to her first love,

Now 29, Case was born in 
Virginia, raised on Patsy Cline, 
and somehow wound up as a 
drummer in a Vancouver punk 
band.

She has a reputation for being 
funny and irreverent on stage, 
but she takes her music 
seriously.

‘alternative country.’ It’s a cop- 
out. I’m not retro; I’m not 
swing. My whole thing is that 
country has evolved along with 
every other genre. It doesn’t 
have to be cheesy.” 


The Chicken Snails Roadshow

The 
group is also known locally for 
regular Saturday morning gigs 
at Edmonton’s popular Old 
Strathcona Farmers Market. 


The band includes 
founding members Jan 
Porteous, on banjo; and Lenny 
Gallant, who plays rhythm 
guitar and writes most of the 
songs.

The band’s formula 
appears to be simple. “To us 
it’s not really about the music 
or the show; it’s about bringing 
a lot of nice people together to 
share in what we have to offer 
and to share in the 
atmosphere,” says Porteous.

Cindy Church 


Ontario 


Stony Plain Records’ recording 
artist Cindy Church has one of 
the most distinctive voices in 
Canada. A folk and country 
music artist, her sound also 
includes such varied influences 
as swing jazz, deep blues and 
rockabilly. 


To Edmonton folk fest 
audiences, Church is perhaps 
best known as a member of 
Quartette, the group she 
formed with friends Sylvia 
Tyson, Caitlan Hanford and

Colleen Peterson in 1993. The 
group earned great success 
and recorded three albums 
before Peterson’s death in 
1996. Church continues to 
perform with the group, which 
now includes Gwen Swick. 


Church’s musical roots are 
in the Maritimes. As a young 
woman she headed west, where 
she lived for 20 years before a 
recent move to Toronto. 
During the ’80s, she sang and 
played bass with Ian Tyson’s 
band The Chinook Arch 
Riders and became one-third 
of Great Western Orchestra. 


Three critically acclaimed 
albums have marked her solo 
career—Love on the Range 
(1991), Just a Little Rain (1994) 
and Cindy Church (1996). Her 
solo efforts also include half a 
dozen country single hits, TV 
appearances and, most 
recently, opening for Paul 
Brandt’s Canadian tour. RK 


J.P. Cormier 

Nova Scotia 

From child prodigy to highly 
regarded multi-instrumentalist 
to unassuming solo artist, Cape 
Breton’s J.P. Cormier is a 
musician with a long-standing 
reputation, and he’s just in his 
30s. 


He began his musical career 
playing, recording and touring 
with artists such as the Sullivan 
Family, Stompin’ Tom, Bill 
Monroe, Waylon Jennings, The 
Mavericks and Vince Gill. 
























Throughout this time, he 
discovered he was unable to 
squelch his creative 
inclinations; he continuously 
wrote his own material and 
released solo albums. 


J.P. began his solo career in 
1996, after his wife, renowned 
Cape Breton pianist Hilda 
Chiasson-Cormier, delved into 
his immense catalogues of 
original songs and loved what 
she found. She convinced him 
to make the move from 
instrumentalist to “front man” 
and, although the concept 
terrified the humble Cormier, 
J.P. Cormier & Company was 
born, with Hilda acting as J.P.’s 
most regular backup player. 


The idea that “he’s one of 
us” makes his genuine, almost- 
nervous stage presence seem as 
if he’s playing a kitchen party 
rather than a concert. Be sure 
to see this down-to-earth 
presentation of remarkable 
musical talent. LG

The album is an eclectic 
mix of blues, roots, rock and

Word has it that everyone at 
Edmonton’s Winspear Concert 
Hall last winter was there for 
her older brother, Steve. But 
Stacey Earle showed the 
audience that she wasn’t a tag- 
along kid sister by any stretch 
of the imagination. 


In fact, she and her 
husband and “inseparable 
musical sidekick,” Mark Stuart, 
along with her son, Kyle Mims, 
played almost 300 dates last 
year. 


Stacey is something of a late- 
bloomer compared to her 
brother. She’s 38 and has 
managed to raise a couple of 
children before taking off in 
full pursuit of a musical career. 


Now that she’s found her 
stride, she’s on her second 
album and developing a

following. Dancin’ With Them 
That Brung Me follows her 
debut recording Simple Gearle. 


Stacey is quick to say that 
Mark is “half of what I do— 
half the thought, half the 
arrangement. Mark released 
his own debut album, Songs 
jrom a Corner Stage, last year on 
their label Gearle Records. 


Stacey’s latest release finds 
Mark Stuart playing a major 
role as arranger, backup 
vocalist and “ace picker of all 
things stringed.” 


“T do not claim to be 
country, I do not claim to be 
pop, I do not claim to be folk, 
totally—even though most of 
my circuit is folk,” she says. “It’s 
just kinda people’s music, and 
there’s a little something for 
everyone.” SA 


The Fairfield Four 

USA 

Ever wonder where those rich 
American folk music traditions 
come from? One source has to 
be gospel music, which has 
influenced almost every form 
of musical expression born on 
this continent, from blues to 
R&B to rock ’n’ roll and 
beyond. The Fairfield Four, a 
group spanning most of the 
last century, has been part of 
that development. 
Furthermore, by working on 
stage and in the studio with 
such artists as John Fogerty, 
Charlie Daniels, Steve Earle 
and Elvis Costello, the group 
has also been part of the 
evolution. 


The veteran a capella group 
first came together in 1921, 
founded in the basement of 
Nashville’s Fairfield Baptist 
Church, and reached the apex 
of its popularity in the late 
1940s. Not long after, it 
officially broke up, with most 


29 


of “the Four” forming a new 
group called the Skylarks. 


Good ideas never really 
retire, however. In 1960, the 
Fairfield Four came together 
again, though minus a few of 
its earlier members. Then, in 
1980, it took part in a 
Birmingham, Alabama Quartet 
Reunion, where it “electrified 
audiences with an authentic 
gospel sound that had all but 
disappeared in the intervening 
years.” 


Since then, the revived 
group has never looked back, 
though faces have changed, as, 
for instance, when W. L. 
(Preacher) Richardson died, 
in 1993, and James Hill, as well 
just recently. 


The group’s current lineup 
is: James Fizer, Isaac Freeman, 
Wilson Waters Jr., Robert 
Hamlett and Joseph Rice. 


The group’s 1992 debut 
album, Standing in the Safety 
Zone, Was nominated for a 
Grammy, and its latest release, 
I Couldn't Hear Nobody Pray, won 
the Grammy for Best 
Traditional Gospel Recording 
in 1998. In the same year, the 
Fairfield Four was taped for 
Living Legends of Gospel with 
Lou Rawls. 
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The group was elected into 
the Gospel Music Association 
Hall of Fame in 1999, and was 
recently featured on the 
O Brother Where Art Thou? 
soundtrack. AK

The Festival House Band 
contains what might be 
described as an embarrassment 
of talent.

The Regina native 
has been called nothing short 
of “the best guitarist in the 
country,” and his brand of 
modern blues fuses R&B, soul 
and funk into an electrifying 
mix. His latest album is 
entitled Saskadelphia. Look out, 
Amos, your shoes just 
stretched. LG 


Rusty Reed has long been 
one of Canada’s premier 
harmonica players. He’s led his 
own band and performed with 
such blues greats as Sunnyland 
Slim, Yank Rachell, Spencer 
Davis, Otis 
Rush, Long 
John Baldry 
and many 
more. He’s 
the recipient 
of two ARIA 
awards: Best 
Blues, R&B 
and Soul, and 
Best Instru- 
mentalist. 
Rusty’s 1999 
album, Here 
on Earth, was 
nominated by 
the Toronto 
Blues Society 
for best 
harmonica 
player. 


Over the 
past 20 years, 
Dave 
Babcock has 
earned a 
solid 
reputation as 
one of 
Edmonton’s 
finest 
musicians. A 
first-rate 
saxophonist 
and session 
man, Dave 
has played and recorded with 
blues legends Albert Collins, 
Taj Mahal, Jay McShann and 
Duke Robillard, as well as 


Canadian artists Long John 
Baldry and Colin James. He’s 
currently leading the Gulf- 
Coast-style group Fat Tuesday 
as well as a 60s retro act, The 
Kit Kat Club, and he fronts his 
own swingin’ solo project. 


Ron Casat makes the annual 
trip to Edmonton from Calgary 
and brings his keyboards with 
him. He’s a singer-songwriter 
in his own right, and he’s also a 
member of the EH Team and 
the swing-jazz band the Cold 
Club of Canada. 


From the roots-rock of 
David Wilcox and Big Sugar 
through the pop of Wild 
Strawberries and Chris de 
Burgh, to the softer sounds of 
folk legends Kate and Anna 
McGarrigle and Murray 
McLauchlan, Kit Johnson has 
toured and recorded with 
performers across the 
spectrum of Canadian roots 
music. He returns for his 16th 
folk fest, but don’t wait for 
anything fancy. He offers just 
solid, no-nonsense groove and 
tone from a savvy veteran who 
makes it look like effortless fun. 


Occasionally, the Great 
Spirit grants an individual the 
opportunity to reincarnate 
without actually dying. Such is 
the case with Michelle Josef. 
She is the present-day 
incarnation of drummer 
Bohdan Hluszko, who gave up 
his identity in September 1997. 
To many she’s both a 
newcomer and an old friend. 
The name and form may have 
changed, but the sparkle in the 
eye, the bite in the humour 
and the passion in the playing 
will be familiar. Celebrating 28 
years of musicianship, Michelle 
brings a wealth of playing 
experience with the likes of 
Etta James, David Wilcox, 
Sharon, Lois & Bram, Wild 
Strawberries, Jann Arden and 
Prairie Oyster, as well as a 
unique perspective on life. 


The Flatlanders 

USA 

This is a Flatlanders year. 
Formed 30 years ago, deep in 
the heart of west Texas, the 


group’s influences then ranged 


from Jimmie Rodgers to 
Mexican-border radio to the 
Beatles. 


And while they joke now 
about their lack of success at 
the time, they still manage to 
get together for the occasional 
gig. The principal members of 
the group, better known as 
individuals for their solo careers, 
are Jimmie Dale Gilmore, Joe 
Ely and Butch Hancock. 


“We never made a penny 
but we had a lot of fun,” says 
Ely about their early days. “We 
played more porches than 
stages.” 


Gilmore, who has graced 
our festival stage as a solo 
artist, has several well-regarded 
albums to his credit.

When he’s not writing and 
performing his material, 
singer-songwriter David 
Francey works as an itinerant 
carpenter. It’s perhaps this 
vocation, and his experiences 
as a life-long labourer, that 
inspire his working-class 
themes. 


Most of his songs are about 
work and loss of work, or life 
and the loss of ways of life. The 
main characters of his songs 
run the gamut from truck 
driver, steelworker and sailor 
to farmer. 


Born in Scotland, Francey’s 
family immigrated to Canada 
when he was a preteen. As a 
young man, he became 
interested in politics and world 
events, also developing a social 


conscience that has since 
found expression in his songs. 


His understanding of the 
“common man” also grew 
through his travels—he has 
hitchhiked across Canada 
three times and spent time in 
the Yukon before settling in 
Quebec’s eastern townships. 


Francey’s first CD, Torn 
Screen Door (1999), has been 
called refreshing and original. 


“Simply recorded, sparsely 
arranged and seemingly 
uncomplicated in its delivery 
and writing, the album paints 
incredibly rich pictures,” says 
one reviewer. 


His second CD, Far End of 
Summer, was released this past 
spring. 

Accompanying Francey on 
stage are Geoff Somers, on 
guitar, fiddle, banjo and 
mandolin; and Dave Clarke, 
on guitar. RK 


Rosco Gordon

It’s been a while since Rosco 
Gordon could be considered 
precocious, but the term 
certainly applied 50 years ago. 


The year was 1951 and he 
was still a singing teenage 
piano player. His first 
recording was for Sam Phillips 
in Memphis—the same Sam 
Phillips who recorded Elvis,

Johnny Cash and Jerry Lee 
Lewis. He charted a few songs, 
and the following year 
“Booted,” one of his 1951 
songs recorded at Sun Studio, 
became an R&B hit. 


Since then, he’s been up 
and down the charts, and some 
music fans might recall a late 
’50s hit, “No More Doggin.” 
Over the years he spent time 
with a lot of musicians, 
including the likes of B.B. King. 


But Rosco also took a break 
from performing until his 
major return in 2000 with 
Memphis Tennessee—an album 
that was nominated for a W.C. 
Handy Award as Comeback 
Album of the Year. With 
producer-performer Duke 
Robillard, Gordon revisits 
some of his early material and 
adds some new work. 


So, he isn’t a teenager 
anymore. Time and a 
distinguished career have 
taken him from precocious to 
precious.

If you were to ask Richie 
Havens what his ideal 
audience would be, you might 
be surprised by his answer. 
Above hippies or 
folkies, beatniks or 
poets, his dream 
audience would be 
filled with young 
people, particularly 
adolescents. 


“I would be in 
heaven if these kinds 
of... people and their 
open minds were out 
there when I started,” 
says Havens in an 


interview with The Daily 
Transcript. 


One of the most powerful 
icons of the Woodstock 
generation, not only does he 
praise the open-mindedness of 
today’s youth, he also has a 
hand in a number of children’s 
organizations. And, in addition 
to singing and guitar playing, 
the Brooklyn native juggles 
writing, painting, sculpting and 
acting. 


To Richie, it’s not juggling. 
He started singing gospel at 
the age of 12, and later 
became a fixture of the 
Greenwich Village folk scene, 
where he could often be found 
organizing groups of street 
singers or reciting poetry in 


various clubs.

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Richie quickly found 
himself playing a history- 
making gig at that “little- 
festival-that-did,” where he 
played for three solid hours, 
and was inspired to compose 
his signature song, “Freedom.”

In his songs and in his life, 
Jim Henry reveals more than 
one side of the human heart. 


His serious ballads, such as 
“Life Just Runs too Deep,” 
found on his new CD, Catch 
the Breeze from Heaven, inspire

reflection and 
describe the 
pain of loss 
without being 
maudlin or 
depressing. 


He’s also a 
master of 
hilarity, as in his 
song “I Know 
How to Have 
Good Sex Now 
(I Learned it in 
the Grocery 
Store).” 


By pushing the boundaries 
of so-called “good taste,” he 
reflects the sometimes reckless 
spirit which is also part of the 
human condition. It’s this 
combination which earns him 
the label “authentic.” 


Released in 2000, Catch the 
Breeze is Henry’s second CD 
and a more mainstream folk 


album. It also features some of 


the best musicians in the 
Edmonton area. His first CD, 
Looking for the Human Heart 
(1995), applauded as “music 
with guts and integrity for the 
heart and soul” (Suzanne 
Kilkus, Minn.), found a 
receptive audience in 
spirituality and self- 
development movements. 


A licensed psychologist, 
Henry writes more than songs. 
He’s published a book, The 
Privilege of a Lifetime, and he’s 
also working on a PhD. AK

By the time our festival opens, 
Joe Henry will have opened 
one tour for Emmylou Harris, 
another for David Byrne, 
appeared on David Letterman, 
and had an article about his 
new album published in 
Esquire. He'll also have been 
profiled in GQ, Talk Magazine, 
and a Sunday edition of The 
New York Times. 


Henry deserves the attention. 
He’s one of those veteran, well- 
respected singer-songwriters 
(he’s been compared to Tom 
Waits, Elvis Costello and Randy 
Newman), who’s done a lot of 
travelling. 


Since he started out asa 
country rocker in 1985, he’s 
crossed a number of 
boundaries. And since his 
country rock album Short 
Man’s Room appeared in 1992, 
his recordings have been more 
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experimental, as in Trampoline 
and Fuse. 


His most recent work, Scav, 
is more cerebral and draws 
from a number of genres. For 
example, Henry’s reputation 
in the music industry is such 
that he was able to call on the 
likes of jazzmaster Ornette 
Coleman for support in his 
track “Richard Pryor Addresses 
a Tearful Nation.” 


Coleman says of Henry, 
“Joe’s .. . voice is much deeper 
than what the words mean. He 
has a humbleness as a human 
being. It’s a quality that 
undoubtedly he has had since 
he was a kid. He’s grown up, 
but it hasn’t corrupted him.” 


The odd innocence that 
Henry maintains, the jarring 
sensibility of a grown child, is 
one of his most alluring aspects 
(New York Times News Service). SA

The gospel-centred direction 
of The Holmes Brothers’ latest 
disc, Speaking in Tongues, is best 
attributed to the trio’s 
maturing, according to 
Wendell Holmes. 


“As you get older, you 
become more spiritual, and 
values change. Rather than 
‘Meet me down at the bar 
tonight,’ it’s “Thank you, 
Jesus,’ he says. “We get into the 
blues, too, but the spiritual 
side is becoming more potent 
all the time.” 


The trio has been singing 
together for over 20 years. 
Wendell plays guitar and his 
brother Sherman Holmes plays 
bass, while fellow Virginian 
Popsy Dixon plays drums. 
Their journey has taken them 
down a number of musical and 
spiritual roads. 


Most of that time they’ve 
been in New York—about 40 
years.

Morrison, Peter Gabriel and 
Joan Osborne. Over the years, 
they've become a part of the 
East Coast scene, and when 
they approached Joan Osborne 
to produce Speaking in Tongues, 
she pronounced herself 
flattered. 


“Their sound is greasy, sexy 
and slyly ferocious,” she says. “I 
found myself marveling at the 
ability of these three men to 
create their raw, beautiful 
noise.” SA 


Appearing with the trio are 
backup vocalist Catherine 
Russell (one of popular 
music’s busiest), and guitarist 
Paul Kahn.

Richards co-wrote 
“Tanqueray,’—and he supplied 
the vocals—in the 1991 release 
Johnnie B. Bad. The album was 
nominated for a Grammy. 


Some call him the “Father 
of Rock ’n’ Roll Piano,” but 
most just call Johnnie Johnson 
“gifted.” 


Johnson started playing in 
1929 in West Virginia, when he 
was five years old. He grew up 
during the big band era, and 
the majority of the 
compositions he wrote for 
Chuck Berry were written in 
keys typically found in big 


band arrangements. 


While Johnson served in the 
U.S. Marines during the 
second world war, he managed 
to keep a band together. When 
he returned home, it was to 
Detroit, where he stayed for 
several years before moving to 
Chicago. He played with 
everyone worth playing for, 
and in 1952 moved to St. 
Louis. Where, he teamed up

with Berry, and the two made 
history. His career has taken 
many turns, but he’s still 
regularly asked to play with such 
artists as Eric Clapton, Keith 
Richard and Stephen Stills. SA 


Carlos del Junco 


Ontario 


This guy’s workshop will have 
local harp players coming 
around like bees to a hive. 
What’s the buzz? Well, Carlos 
del Junco has won the Toronto 
Blues Society’s Harmonica 
Player of the Year award every 
year since 1997. Prior to that, 
he took a couple of gold 
awards at the Hohner World 
Harmonica Championships. 


Not only does Carlos play 
straight-up blues, but he also 
has some serious chops that go 
way beyond the typical 10-hole, 
diatonic harmonica. Carlos has 


developed the unique ability to

play chromatically by using an 
“overblow” technique taught 
to him by jazz virtuoso 
Howard Levy. He feels the 
approach (although very 
difficult) is in many ways more 
expressive and communicative 
than the mechanized tone 
produced by the chromatic 
harmonica. 


Born in Havana, Cuba, 
Carlos immigrated to Canada 
at the age of one with his 
family. He bent his first note 
on a harmonica when he was 
14, making his debut with his 
high school math teacher at a 
student talent night. 
Interestingly, his formal 
education is in the visual arts; 
he graduated with honours 
from the Ontario College of 
Art, majoring in sculpture. 


Carlos is joined by Jorn 
Anderson, on drums; Henry 
Heillig, on bass; and Kevin 
Vienneau, on guitar. SA 








Tireless Ron 
Kavana appears in 
yet another 
configuration for 
this year’s festival. 
He’s doing this gig 
with uilleann 
piper Mick Coyne 
and drummer Steve White. 


And that’s not all. Already 
known as a singer, songwriter, 
instrumentalist and band 
leader, Kavana has also become 
a serious student of early Irish 
music. The evidence is in his 
release entitled 1798-1998: Irish 
Songs of Resistance & 
Reconciliation, recorded with the 
Alias Acoustic Band. 


Kavana’s other research 
project is his collection of early 
20th century Irish recordings.

Garth Cartwright of The Insh 
Times has this to say of the 
recording: “Farewell to Ireland 
documents a secret Irish history 
while providing a key to Irish 
roots in today’s popular music.

Kavana’s last visit to our 
festival was in 1999, that time 
as part of Kavana, McNeill, 
Lynch and Lupari, and he’s 
had other incarnations as well. 
For instance there was his 
folk/rock/world fusion group 
Alias Ron Kavana, with which 
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he recorded such CDs as Think 
Like a Hero (1989), Coming Days 
(1991) and the eclectic From 
Galway to Graceland (1995). As 
to the other groups he’s played 
with or created, the list is as 
expansive as the man’s energy 
and crowd appeal. 


Mick Coyne has a 
reputation of his own for 
versatility. He’s toured Europe 
and Canada, playing the pipes 
and whistle, and teaching as 
well. He’s also worked on a 
music video with John Tesh, 
playing sax, jazz and soul. And, 
he offers a soul band and 
traditional band for tours. 


Also joining Ron is master 
percussionist Steve White, well 
known for his work with Donal 
Lunny on Live at the National 
Concert Hall. AK 


Paddy Keenan with 
Junji Shirota 

Ireland/USA 

A founding member of the 
legendary Bothy Band, which 
forever changed the face of 
traditional Irish music, Paddy 
Keenan comes from a family of 
uilleann pipers. He learned 
the pipes from his father, but 
has never restricted himself to 
a single style. 


Paddy’s music has carried 
him around the world. He left 
Ireland in his late teens and

played blues and rock in 
England and Europe before 
returning to Ireland, where he 
helped found the Bothy Band, 
a group known for merging a 
driving rhythm section with 
traditional Irish tunes. 


His piping so impressed 
Donal Lunny that he called 
Keenan the “Jimi Hendrix of 
the pipes.” Some also say his 
virtuosity and ferocity was the 
force behind the group. 


Keenan has developed a solo 
career since the Bothy breakup, 
and his interests have drawn 
him into a broad spectrum of 
projects. His most recent 
album is Na Keen Affair. SA 


Junji Shirota first heard 
traditional Irish music in the 
mid-’70s at a time when he’d 
been playing bluegrass in his 
native Japan for about 10 years. 


With friends he had formed 
a bluegrass band in the mid- 
60s called The Natashar 
Seven. The group’s successful 
career, lasting 20 years, led the 
bluegrass movement in Japan. 
They toured all over the 
country, appeared on radio 
and TV, and recorded over 30 
albums. He also travelled to 
the U.S. and played with the 
legendary Carter Family, which 
he later brought to Japan. 


When members of the band 
went their separate ways in 
1985, Junji and his family 
moved to the U.S. There, a few 
years later, Junji started off in a 
new direction, exploring Irish 
music as the root of his 
beloved bluegrass. 


Before long he had 
mastered the unusual guitar 
tuning used in Irish music and 
developed his own style, 
playing in a very sensitive and 
tasteful manner. Soon he was 
taking musicians to Japan as 
well as being an Irish guitar 
player in high demand in San 
Francisco. 


Among Junji’s many musical 
projects, he has also recorded 
two solo CDs, Sally Gardens and 
Heathery Breeze. LC 


Joel Kroeker 
Alberta 


Hey, everybody. Stop what 
you're doing. Put down that 
hacky sack and listen up. If you 
haven’t heard of them yet, Joel 
Kroeker and the Joel Kroeker 
Collective need your attention.

After moving from his 
native Winnipeg and, not long 
after, winning the Edmonton 
Singer/Songwriter 
Competition in 1999, Joel 
found himself at the helm of a 
runaway train. His first CD, 
Naive Bohemian, received such 
unequivocal critical praise that 
it was no surprise it hit #7 on 
the Canadian National 
Campus Radio Specialty 
Charts. Nor was it a shock to 
learn that he was nominated 
for SOCAN’s Songwriter of the 
Year, along with Ian Tyson, 
Jann Arden and Chantal 
Kreviazuk. 


And why, do you ask, does 
everyone love Joel Kroeker so? 
As Roger Levesque, of The

“Kroeker’s an eclectic...

“When I’m near a river, and I 
see the river going far away, it 
reminds me of my father’s 
voice. I wanted to have a voice 
like that. So I practised and 
practised—trying to make my 
voice go far, far away.” 


Baaba Maal’s musical 
education began with his 
father. Given the honour of 
calling worshippers to the 
mosque to pray in his 
hometown of Podor, Senegal, 
Baaba’s father was the first to 
provide Baaba with his 
foundation in African music. 


Baaba later coupled his 
traditional music experience 
with the popular western music 
he heard on the radio. The 
music of James Brown, Etta 


James, Bob Marley, Otis 


Redding and Jimmy Cliff wove 
itself into Baaba’s musical 
background—surely this 
influence contributed to the 
genre-bending musician he is 
today. 


Baaba often says that he’s an 
artist “in the middle,” a

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musician who hears Africa’s 
influence in all the Western 
music he hears and a musician 
who bases his music in his own 
Fulani heritage. 


One thing is certain: Baaba 
Maal’s live show is utterly 
contagious.

For those who have never been 
to Scotland, pack your bags: 
Dougie MacLean is taking you 
on a trip. 


A legendary figure in 
Scottish music, he gives us a 
glimpse of the land he calls 
home in the now-immortal 
“Caledonia.” Penned in the 
early ’80s, the song has 
become somewhat of a Scottish 
anthem. 


Dougie has 25-plus years in 
the business. With an 
otherworldly ease, Dougie 
boldly muses on the things 
dearest to his heart—rural life, 
cultural integrity and human 
brotherhood are his three 
most prevalent themes.

Natalie MacMaster 


Nova Scotia 


Cape Breton-born Natalie 
MacMaster, grandniece of 
veteran fiddler Buddy 
MacMaster—one of the area’s 
most influential musicians— 


comes from a musical family of 


Scottish lineage. 


Now 29, she has been 
playing the fiddle/violin since 
she was nine, performing in 
her first public concert barely 
six months after she first 
picked up the instrument. By 
the time she was 20, she had 
three recordings, all self- 
produced and self-released. 


And that’s just for starters. 
Her most recent album, /n My 
Hands, features a vocal 
performance likely to garner 





even more broad appeal and 
airplay. Not that she’s lacking 
in recognition; MacMaster is a 
four-time recipient of the 
Canadian Country Music 
Association’s Best Fiddle Player 
award, as well as winner of the 
1999 and 2000 Juno awards for 
best instrumental album. 


In My Hands combines “old 
and new” music styles, as

Hmmm, how many winners of 
the Country Music Association 
Female Vocalist of the Year 
award do you know who would 
make a pilgrimage to 
Scotland? 


Well, that’s what Kathy 
Mattea did in 1989, right after 
she won her second such 
award. She calls Scotland the 
motherland of country music. 


“I had this gut level feeling 
that it was really important to 
go—that it would somehow 
have big meaning later in my 
life,” she says. 


A dozen years after that 
trip, she’s promoting her 11th 
studio album, The Innocent 
Years. The project is described 
as a collection of insightful 
and stirring songs about the 
trials of love and family. It was 
recorded while her father was 
battling cancer, and it’s tabbed 
as being her most cohesive 
and emotional work. 


This is her first album since 
winning the 1997 Nashville 
Music Awards Best Country

Album award for Love Travels. 
Before that, she won a 
Grammy for Good News as Best 
Southern Gospel, Country 
Gospel or Bluegrass Gospel 
album in 1993. She also won a 
Grammy in 1990 for Best Female 
Country Performance. SA 


On the heels of his fourth 
successful solo release, Ottawa 
songwriter Danny Michel is 
basking in accolades and 
glowing reviews. 


And he does it all—from 
playing a full band rock show to 
an intimate solo performance, 
even singing with a quartet 
with the Toronto Symphony. 


His latest release, In the Belly 
of a Whale (2001), is “an early 
candidate for best Canadian 
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album of the year,” says Vit 
Wagner of The Toronto Star. 


Says Now magazine, “A 
smart, often funny, songwriter, 
Michel uses his great pop 
sensibility with restraint, and 
tempers it with a keen eye for 
the not-so-pretty.” His sound is

Of Fibsville (1999), critics 
say it is a brilliant collection of 
witty songs, impressive guitar 
work and the occasional piano 
gem.

Sometimes you need someone 
who’s seen her fair share of

Maria Muldaur has 
absorbed more genres of 
American and roots music in 
her career than most people 
can name on their best day. 
Her voice and her music are 
steeped in the traditions of 
R&B, blues, gospel, jug band, 
old time, Appalachian, country 
and western, and New Orleans 
music, to name a few. She’s 
even created her own hybrid 
she calls “bluesiana,” drawing 
from R&B, blues and 
Louisiana musical styles. 


With what would seem a 
gruelling tour schedule (she 
performs about 200 gigs a year 
internationally), Maria is 


finding that despite, 
or perhaps because 
of, her already 
massive career, she 
still feels the thrill of 
being a newcomer.

Meanwhile, Darrell Scott 
played his first professional gig 
in Alaska, but comes from 
Kentucky, and spent some time 
in Canada playing pedal steel 
for the Juno award-winning 
Mercy Brothers. He plays with 
O’Brien and Steve Earle in the 
Bluegrass Dukes. 


For his part, Dirk Powell is 
considered one of the finest 
traditional musicians in 
America. Currently a member 
of the hot acoustic Cajun group 
Balfa Toujours, his roots go 
back to the mountains of 
eastern Kentucky, where he 
learned old-time Appalachian 
fiddle and banjo styles. He’s a 
featured soloist on fiddle, 
banjo and guitar in the Ang 
Lee film Ride With the Devil.

Most performers who achieve 
multi-platinum status with a 
debut album try to capitalize 
on their success by putting out 
a new release as soon as they 
possible can. Yet for Kentucky- 
born New Yorker Joan 
Osborne the artistic journey 
has taken nearly five years. 


The singer-songwriter’s first 
major label breakthrough 
album, Relish (1995), found 
both critical success and then 
commercial success when her 
single, “One of Us,” hit the 
radio waves and video 
channels. The recording went 
on to sell three million copies 
in the U.S. alone, was named 
Album of the Year by 
Entertainment Weekly, and 
received seven Grammy 
nominations in 1996.

Another Grammy 
nomination followed the next 
year, for the song “Spider 
Web,” another track on the 
album. Around this time, her 
then label Mercury Records 
also released Early Recordings, 
which contains selections from 
Soul Show: Live at Delta (1991) 
and Blue Million Miles (1993). 
































Her latest release, Righteous 
Love (2000), was completed on 
her own nickel after she parted 
ways with Mercury. The new 
album, released by Interscope 
Records, is said to be “another 
fiery, energetic and soulful 
collection,” and includes 
covers of Bob Dylan’s “To 
Make You Feel My Love,” and 
Gary Wright’s “My Love is 
Alive.” 


Where did it all begin? 
From childhood, Joan 
harboured a secret passion for 
singing. Initially, she went into 
film studies at New York 
University. Then in the late 
1980s, her friends convinced 
her to sing at an open mike 
night at a New York piano bar. 


The warm reception she 
received that night when she 
sang a Billie Holiday song was 
all it took to give her a new 
direction.

The difference in 
musical styles between these 
bands demonstrates Parson’s 
vocal versatility—which 
includes traditional Irish songs 
and contemporary ballads. 


Parson’s solo debut, Loosely 
Connected (1992), was met with 
high praise. Re-released in 
America three years later, the 
album led to a worldwide 
recording deal with the Green 
Linnet label. The recording 
was followed by Loosen Up 
(1997), which includes well- 
chosen contemporary tunes. 


More recently, Parsons has 
released two albums of 
traditional Irish ballads, /n my 
Prime (2000), and Blackbirds 
and Thrushes (1999), an 
impressive collection of songs 
spanning over 15 years of her 
singing repertoire. The 
strength of this earlier 
compilation led Paul Winter to 
feature one of Parson’s songs 
in his 2001 Grammy- 
nominated Journey to the Sun 
album. RK 


Kelly Joe Phelps 


USA 


In his own words, Kelly Joe 
Phelps plays “a twisted kind of 
folk.” And twist it certainly 
does. 


No, we’re not talking about 
twisting-again-like-we-did-last- 
summer, but about launching 
each song into a constant state 
of flux and putting a new spin 
on the tune’s style, while trying 
to maintain the delicate, 
sometimes elusive, emotional 
core of the song. Sounds tricky, 
but Kelly does it so well. 
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Each of Kelly’s albums plays 
like a snapshot; the recorded 
versions represent a mere stage 
in each song’s life. His focus is 
on the spirit and spontaneity 
of each piece. 


In a previous “life,” Kelly 
was a free jazz bassist. Then he 
found the blues, particularly 
Mississippi Delta blues, and 
with it came the emotional 
connection that he felt was 
missing from his own music. 


Since then, he’s been 
touring his collection of 
spiritual folk and blues music 
across the continent, 
harkening up images of the 
lone musician with his trunk of 
magical, undulating songs. 


He’s a true, original, 
modern bluesman, and he will 
surely show us another 
evocative face of his music this 
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Kelly Joe Phelps 
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‘Twin brothers Alexis 
and Adonis Puentes 
may have been the 
ultimate child 
prodigies. Alexis began 
studying clave when he 
was four and played 

the instrument on 
Cuban TV as a member 
of his father’s band, 
and both brothers 
started guitar lessons 
when they were six. Of 
course, when a 
parent—their father, 
Valentin Puentes—is an 
accomplished musician and 
teacher, it may be the most 
natural thing in the world. 


The brothers also grew up 
alongside an extended family 
of musicians, such as vocalist 
Ibrahim Ferrer, of the famous 
Buena Vista Social Club. Soon

they were touring with their 
father’s band and composing 





in the traditional son style 
earthy, rhythmically 
sophisticated Cuban dance 
music.

For a time, Alexis and 
Adonis developed separate 
skills. Adonis became a fine 
singer, and Alexis devoted 


himself to the bass. Alexis also 
won a national award for one 
of his compositions. Adonis, 
for his part, starred in a 
nationally televised singing 
competition and joined a salsa 
band. Alexis recorded with 
Augusto Enriquez and his jazz 
fusion band Temperamento. 


Finally, in 1995, the 
brothers formed a band, first 
called the Alex Cuba Band and 
then the Puentes Brothers. 


In 2000, they recorded 
Morumba Cubana, which has 
been described as a “heady, 
seductive, effervescent sound 
that brings Cuban son into the 
21st century.” The recording 
features a number of talented 
guest artists, but at its core it 
has the masterful 
improvizations of Alexis 
Puentes on guitar, bass and 
tres, and both brothers on 
percussion and vocals. AK

“How she’s remained a cult- 
secret is a mystery,” says one 
music critic who describes 
Scottish Eddi Reader’s vocal 
ability as “one of those Midas 
voices that transmutes into 
gold almost every note it 
touches.” 


Reader began her career 
busking her way across Europe 
in the 1980s. She settled in 
London, where she worked as 
a session vocalist and backup 
singer touring with the punk 
group Gang of Four, and then 
harmonizing with Annie 
Lennox and the Eurythmics. 


A brief stint as lead singer 
for Fairground Attraction—a 
band she formed with former 
partner Mark Nevin—followed. 


Though the band was short- 
lived, it recorded an album 
and single that topped the 
British pop charts and caught 
the attention of a wider 
mainstream audience. 


Along the way, the critically 
acclaimed folk-rock balladeer 
has recorded five albums, 
including her ’91 solo debut 
Mirmama. Her other solo 
efforts are: Eddi Reader (1994), 
Candyfloss and Medicine (1996), 
Angels and Electricity (1999), 
and recently, Simple Soul. 


Reader will perform with 
her long-time collaborator, 
singer-songwriter and guitar 
player Boo Hewerdine, and 
guitarist Colin Reid. RK 


The Duke Robillard 
Band 

USA 

Duke Robillard has come a 
long way since he formed 
Roomful of Blues in the late 
60s. The journey has included 
stops in a number of musical 


genres, and in the interim, he’s 


managed to pick up a W.C. 
Handy Award for Blues 
Guitarist of the Year in 2000. 


He’s been described as one 
of the best, if not the best, 


jump-blues guitarist alive, but 
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he likes to talk about his 
versatility. 


“I’ve been developing my 
interests and putting out rock 
‘n’ roll and jazz albums, as well 
as blues,” he says. The end 
result is an eclectic but 
grounded repertoire. Robillard 
played with the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds for years, and 
he’s also backed Bob Dylan. 


His latest blues album, New 
Blues for Modern Man, includes 
acoustic blues alongside such 
songs as a ’50s-type rocking 
shuffle and even some Turkish 
instrumentation—he’s that 
diverse. Followed by Explorer, a 
continuation in that vein, he 
sets out to grow from his roots.

Billy Joe Shaver 


USA 


Raucous vocals, blazing rusty- 
twang guitar, cold-shower 
lyrics, bridge-burning stage 
presence, Evil-Knievel-is-a- 
momma’s-boy attitude—are 
what Billy Joe Shaver is about. 


Shaver hit the scene in the 
1960s alongside fellow rebel 
songwriters Tom T. Hall, Kris 
Kristofferson and Mickey 
Newbury. 


Since then, Shaver’s road 
has done its fair share of 
winding. With the recent death 
of his son, guitarist Eddy 
Shaver—with whom Billy Joe 
toured as the sometimes 
tumultuous, often numbingly 
brilliant duo—Shaver has 
changed the direction and the 
perspective of his musical 
journey. 


Shaver says he and his son 
“grew up together,” expressing 
pride in their body of work.

“My lyrics were definitely 
country, and then Eddy came 
out of nowhere, influenced by 
Jimi Hendrix, Johnny Winter, 
Dickey Betts. We stuck his 
guitar with those country lyrics, 
and it worked everywhere we 
went. Tradition is OK; it just 
gets old sometimes. I just hope 
everybody appreciates Eddy, 
*cause he was a good one. I 





couldn’t have afforded him if 
he wasn’t my kid.” (Billboard, 
March 3, 2001) 


The latest Shaver album, 
The Earth Rolls On, released this 
year, is indicative of the talent 
the father passed to son as it 
examines the harshness of 
living and hardship of loving. 


Waylon Jennings, Elvis 
Presley, Johnny Cash, Bob 
Dylan and Willie Nelson have 
all dipped into Shaver’s 
enormous catalogue, no doubt 
because of his ability to blow 
the doors off human emotion 
in the course of a few words, 
not to mention his trademark 
prize-fighter rowdiness. 


See Shaver this weekend— 
accompanied by guitarist Jesse 
Taylor and multi- 
instrumentalist Robert Orr— 
and find out why his cult 
following consider Billy Joe 
Shaver the ultimate outlaw. LG 
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The Scottish call the “Shoogs 
music “hypnofolkedelic.” 


Members of Shooglenifty 
claim the band was “born from 
the ashes of legendary 
Edinburgh psycho-bluegrass 
combo Swamptrash, plus 
further firebrand talent from 
the likes of Mouth Music and 
Capercallie.” 


Wait, there’s more. They 
also say, “This is mad, bad and 
dangerous music, music for 
late nights and dark, sweaty 
dance floors.” These guys talk a 
great line, if nothing else, but 
they’re also known as a band 
that can stand and deliver. 


The band is made up of 
Angus Grant, on fiddle; Garry 
Finlayson, on guitar; Conrad 
Ivitsky, on bass; Iain MacLeod, 
on Flying V electric mandolin; 
James Mackintosh, on

Some might say that singer- 
songwriter (and guitar-builder) 
Martina Sorbara has it all; fans 
speak of her “natural, intense 
beauty and effervescent 
personality.” Nor does it hurt 
that she’s blessed with energy, 
enthusiasm and the willingness 
to tackle new challenges. She 
takes such delight in her 
successes that one can only 
celebrate along with her. 


In an interview, she 
describes how one audience 
started to cheer during a mood 
change in the middle of one of 
her songs. She explains: “And I 
thought, ‘Oh, God! That 
means they know it, and they 
like it and are waiting for that 
part, and I wrote it!” 


Sorbara taught herself to 
play the guitar and, at 15, was 
writing and performing her 
own music. The guitar 
building she learned in high 
school. (She made the guitar 
she plays.) She says, “Building 
my own instrument enables me 
to have a more intimate 
relationship with my musical 
medium.” 


When she was 19 (in 1998), 
Sorbara released her first 
album, Unplaceables. Her new 
album is called The Cure for Bad 
Deeds and is produced by Jian 
Ghomeshi of Moxy Fruvous. 
She’s being courted by more 
than one record company at 
present, and she’d like to put 
out a new record in the next 
year, but she’s not in a hurry to 
sign. More important to her is 
working with people she 
respects and doing things that 
satisfy her. 


Sorbara has already played 
numerous festivals. Now it’s 
Edmonton’s turn to turn on to 
what she calls her “jazzy-rocky 
folk-pop,” which she performs 
accompanied only by her 
drummer, Adam Hay. AK 


Lyall Steel 


Alberta 


Lyall Steel was into world 
music before it was called 
world music. As a young guitar 
player growing up in 
Saskatchewan, his earliest 
musical influences were the 


guitar-based rock ’n’ rollers of 
the 50s and ’60s, such as The 
Ventures and The Fireballs. 


Then Jose Feliciano caught 
his attention, opening his 
horizons beyond the current 
popular music. While he cites 
bluesman Paul Butterfield as 
an influence (along with 
Lenny Breau and Gordon 
Lightfoot), Steel eventually 
settled on the nylon-string 
classical guitar. 


He worked through some of 
the standard classical 
repertoire before making a 
two-year pilgrimage to Spain. 
There, he studied with the 
flamenco master Manuel 
Cano, who encouraged him to 
continue his composing. A 


subsequent year in Mexico 
added to his Latin repertoire 
and international interests.

When Paul Beaver died in 
1994, his wife Carolyn 
encouraged their sons to 
continue the group. Coleman 
Beaver took over the 
leadership and became lead 
singer and composer. The core 
group still consists of his 
brothers Lenny, Harlan and

Greeves, and his son 
Coleman Jr., though at times 
there have been up to 12 
singers and drummers 
involved. 


The group gained its 
reputation playing for 
powwows and round dances 
across North America. In this 
arena, it won the World 
Singing Championships in 
both 1993 and 1994. In 1993, 
Stoney Park also made its first 
recording, and several others 
followed. 
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providing quality energy products and services across Canada. 
Today, we re expanding to bring you even more. 
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Though recognizing First 
Nations people is foremost in 
the singers’ minds, Stoney Park 
is also acclaimed by the non- 
Aboriginal community. In 
1994, it received a Juno 
nomination for Best Aboriginal 
Music of Canada. It can also be 
heard on Cat’s Eyes (a BBC 
production), Here and Now (a 
Canadian compilation in 
honour of the United 
Nations), Up Where We Belong (a 
recent CD by Buffy Sainte 
Marie) and There’s a Spider in 
my Room (Barenaked Ladies). 
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Unspoiled by success, group 
members feel, that “a family 
that remains humble and 
follows in the path that is 
taught by their elders can make 
a difference to the world.” 


Members of Stoney Park 
Singers are grateful to the 
many “friends, relatives and 
adopted families that have 
encouraged and supported 
them over the years.” As 
Coleman Beaver puts it, “If it 
weren't for our elders, these 
songs would not be.” AK

The legendary Super Rail 
Band of Bamako, a venerated 
piece of African musical 
history, is touring North 
America for the first time this 
summer. We collectively thank 
our lucky stars they are here. 


This 30-year-old ensemble 
formed in 1971 asa result of a 
state ruling declaring that all 
bands in Mali be required to 
display some of the country’s

traditional musical styles and 
techniques. Out of this came 
one of the most influential, 
original and revered 
ensembles in Mali’s history. 


So what’s with the name? 
The Super Rail Band’s name 
comes from an agreement the 
band made with the national 
railroad line in the city of 
Bamako. In exchange for 
underwriting, the band was 
able to rehearse, perform and 
generally cut their teeth at the 
Buffet Hotel de la Gare, which 
faced the train station in the 
centre of the city. It’s 
interesting to note that this 
time-honoured ensemble did 
not become independent from 
the national railroad until 1996. 


Djelimady Tounkara, the 
band’s leader and astounding 
lead guitarist, created the 
group’s distinctive live sound— 
a sound that countless African 
musicians have drawn from 
over the past three decades. 


Initially finding that the 
melodic flow of the kora (21- 
stringed harp-lute) and the 





balafon (wooden xylophone) fit 
rather seamlessly with the 
electric guitar, and that the 
power of the traditional griot 
praise singers meshed with the 
momentum of popular Latin 
music, the Super Rail Band’s 
style was born. 


Tounkara, now a living 
legend, also infuses elements 
of reggae, salsa, blues, 
Congolese rumba—even rock 
*n’ roll—to create entertaining 
and awe-inspiring music. LG 


Recording with the likes of 
Sting, the Chieftains and 
Penguin Café is a lot of fun, 
but for Kathryn Tickell, there’s 
no place like home. 


Home is Northumberland, 
an English county that borders 
Scotland, where Tickell took 
up the Northumbrian 
smallpipes at the age of nine 
and rapidly made a name for 
herself as a celebrated piper 
and fiddler. 


Tickell released her first 
album, On Kielderside (1984), 
when she was only 16 years old. 
Two years later she turned 
professional, and in 1988 she 
released two more albums, 
Borderlands and Common 
Ground—the later chosen as 
oné of Q Magazine's records of 
the year. 


During the ’90s, she put all 
her energies into the Kathryn 
Tickell Band, touring

extensively around the world, 
while recording a self-titled 
album (1991) and the CD Signs 
(1993). During this time, she 
also released the critically 
acclaimed Gathering (1997) 

and The Northumberland 
Collection (1998). 


Her eighth album, Delectable 
Lands (1999), features a new 
band and showcases the first 
recorded duet between 
Northumbrian pipes and 
uilleann pipes. Her latest 
projects include 
“Lordenshaws,” a piece she 
penned, toured and broadcast 
for pipes and small ensemble, 
and the collaborative album, 
Ensemble Mystical (2000). RK 


During the golden ’60s, Toots 
and the Maytals established 


itself as a premier vocal combo 
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with a distinctive soul-and- 
gospel style that rocked 


Jamaica and spread interest of 


reggae music around the world. 


Founded by Kingston 
natives Toots Hibbert, 
Nathaniel Mathias and Raleigh 
Gordon, the group hada 
reputation for strong, well- 
blended voices and melodic 
harmonies. 


Originally a ska band, the 
Maytals helped usher in 
rocksteady music with the early 
mega hit, “54-46 That’s my 
Number”. 


As this genre was replaced 
by a faster, more danceable 
beat, the band’s seminal 
release, Do the Reggae, gave 
birth to the reggae sound. This 
success heralded one of the 
band’s all-time greatest singles, 
“Pressure Drop,” from the 
definitive reggae film, The 
Harder They Come. 
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Toots Hibbert 


In the ’70s, the band signed 
with Island Records and 
recorded classics like Funky 
Kingston (1973), Reggae Got Soul 
(1976), and Pass the Pipe (1979). 


In ’82, the trio disbanded 
and Hibbert went solo— 
winning acclaim, international 
success and a Grammy 
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nomination for Toots in 
Memphis (1988). 


The ’90s saw the formation 
of a new Maytals, and Hibbert’s 
own label, Alla Son, which has 
released an album of old and 
new material called Recoup. RK 


Boubacar (Kar Kar) 
Traore 


Few musicians more deserve 
the label of “legend” than 
Malian Boubacar (a.k.a. “Kar 
Kar”) Traoré. When he left 
school at age 12, he had 
dreams of becoming a 
professional soccer player; 
instead, he joined a theatre 
group, then a jazz group. He 
recorded a few songs for Radio 
Mali, including his signature 
song, “Mali Twist,” which 
became the unofficial national 
anthem after Mali declared 
independence in 1963. 


After a decade of fame, 
however, Traoré retired into 
obscurity, raising a family and 
making his living as a 
tradesman, tailor and farmer. 
When he was rediscovered by a 
journalist in 1987 and 
appeared on national 
television, listeners at first 
thought it was a hoax, as 
legend was that he had died. 
Then, just as his career was 
getting started again, his wife, 
Pierrette-Francoise, died, and 
Traoré withdrew from the 
spotlight to grieve.

Eventually, he went to 
France, where he was 
rediscovered yet again. Since 
then he has recorded Mariama, 
Kar Kar, Sa Golo and, most 
recently, Maciré, and it is 
unlikely fans of the blues will 
allow him to disappear again. 


Now that Traoré is finally 
getting the attention he 
deserves, reviewers in both 
Europe and North America are 
competing to best articulate 
the link between his sound and 
American blues. For example, 
a journalist writing for The 
Columbus Dispatch (Sept. 22, 
2000) says this: “The guitarist 
and singer’s sound was so close 
to the Delta blues of Robert 
Johnson that the concert at 
times seemed like a 
dissertation on the debt 
American blues owes to 
Africa.” 


PopMatters.com has other 
ideas: “Though he is hailed as 
a link between Africa and the 
blues, his music speaks louder 
by itself than in [any] attempt 
at crossover. Traoré’s music is 
not blues, it remains his own 
concoction of guitar and 
melancholy.” Like any good 
legend, part of Traoré and his 
music will always elude 
definition. AK 


Uday: East-West 
Fusion 
India, Alberta 


Tabla player Uday Ramdas is 
teaming up with Terry and 
Jeremiah McDade to create 
another truly unique folk-fest 
collaboration called Uday: 
East-West Fusion. 


A senior disciple of Allah 
Rakah (Hussein’s father), Uday 
captures the vast history of his 
instrument with the precision 
of a lithe, old soul, all the while 
infusing his own exuberance 
and astonishing versatility into 
every calculated beat. 
















Put him together with Terry 
McDade, harp player and 
leader of the family ensemble 
The McDades, and his son, 
multi-instrumentalist Jeremiah 
McDade, musical borders will 
no doubt be redrawn.

The hit opener on the Sunday 
night main stage at last 
summer’s Calgary Folk Music 
Festival, La Volée d’Castors 
(the flock of beavers) showed 
the audience why it’s 


considered one of the hottest 
new Québécois bands to 
emerge in recent years. 


Bringing a contemporary 
flair to old French traditional 
favourites, the band’s six 
skilled musicians, who are still 
in their 20s, use the sounds of 
the acoustic guitar, mandolin, 
banjo, accordion, harmonica, 
fiddle, bass and percussion to 
showcase their upbeat, foot- 
stomping songs. 


Recipient of the Grand Prix 
du Patrimoine Folklore Reléve 
(best new folk artists) for 1999- 
2000, the band has an energy 
that has been compared to La 
Bottine Souriante, Québec’s 
best-known folk group, and 
fellow Canadians Great Big 
Sea. Yet its sound, dynamic 
stage presence, and passion for 
progressive twists on 
traditional folk music makes 
the band refreshing, original 
and unique. 
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Since forming in the early 
90s, the band has released 
three albums: Galant tu perds 
ton temps (1994), Par monts et 
par vaux (1999), and VDC 
(2000). The latest recording 
provides a little something for 
everyone—“joyful ballads and 
drinking songs, soul stirring 
singing and playing, 
interesting arrangements that 
are easy on the ear, and energy 
to spare.”

The Waifs

How do you go from playing 
acoustic covers of your 
favourite songs in local pubs to 
becoming one of the most 
successful independent bands 
in Australia? 


If your band is called The 
Waifs, the first step is to get in 
the car and drive. 


Responding to a nagging 
thirst for the road, two sisters 
left their home on the south 
coast of Australia to seek 
adventure and share their 
music with the people they 
met. 


Within a short time Vikki 
and Donna Simpson met Josh 
Cunningham, and the happy 
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duo became an even happier 


trio of acoustic guitars and 
fresh tunes. 


A couple of years later, after 
recording their first collection

Jennifer Warnes is an artist 
whose career cannot possibly 
be summed up in a few lines. 


Her accomplishments, 
starting from her professional 
debut at the age of nine, when 
she sang The Star Spangled 
Banner accompanied by 300 
accordions, would fill pages. 


Nor does her career show 
any signs of waning. She’s 
constantly on call for guest 
vocals and appearances with 
such colleagues as Bob Dylan, 
Tina Turner, James Taylor, 
Jackson Browne, Leonard 
Cohen, John Prine and Joe 
Cocker. 


And she’s continually 
writing, recording and 
producing her own songs. 
Among those are the 
legendary Oscar winners,

“(I’ve Had )The Time of My 
Life,” “It Goes Like it Goes,” 
and “Up Where We Belong.” 
There are also her eight 
successful albums, including 
the 1986 release Famous Blue 
Raincoat: The Songs of Leonard 
Cohen, which has sold more 
than a million copies; her most 
recent release, The Hunter 


(1992); as well as 12 hit singles. 
Her total sales top 35 million 
records. 


Though much of Warnes’ 
reputation was built on her 10 
hit movie themes, she has 
done more on stage than sing. 
For instance, in 1968, she was 
the original lead in the Los 
Angeles production of Hair 
and joined the cast of the 
Smothers Brothers’ Comedy Hour. 
She’s also done her share of 
tours, including a couple with 
Leonard Cohen, and her songs 
are featured on a number of 
his albums. 


Cohen may deserve the last 
word on Jennifer Warnes. “If 
you want to hear what a 
woman is thinking, if you want 
to hear what a woman sounds 
like today, listen to Jennifer 
Warnes,” he says. AK

Quebec 

It’s hard to imagine that almost 
30 years have passed since 
Jessie Winchester sang about 
“feet down in Dixie, and my 
head in the cool, cool North.” 


Choosing Canada over the 
Vietnam war, Winchester 
played a little music around 
town. One thing led to another 
and he started performing his 
own material. 


Robbie Robertson took an 
interest in Winchester and 
helped him land a record deal 
(that is what they were called 
back then). Levon Helm 
played and Todd Rundgren 
engineered, and the result was 
Jesse Winchester. 


Winchester worked hard in 
the ’70s, but slowed down in 
the ’80s, and quit recording in 
1988 when he began to 
concentrate on songwriting. 
Artists from Elvis Costello to 
Reba McEntire have recorded 
his material. 


Then, he got itchy for the 
studio, and the way he 
describes the experience, one 
thinks it may well have been 
therapeutic. Today, we have 
Gentleman of Leisure, and here 
he’s on the road supporting 
the new album. SA 





The Wyrd Sisters 
Manitoba 

This Winnipeg group with a 
provocative name has won a lot 
of friends since its first visit to 
the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival in 1993. 


Fans rave about the 
meaning in the lyrics: “I find 
myself almost continually 
hoping, wishing and praying 
for more gentleness, 
thoughtfulness, love and 
caring in the lives of so many 
people... It would seem to me 
that your words are a definite 
contribution to that end, and I 
do hope that they send out 
some small ripples of these 
wonderful qualities into our 
world,” says one fan. 


Another praises the sound 
of “voices caress[ing] the 
audience with their spine- 
shivering harmonies... 
creating a haunting and 
seductive sound.” 


The Wyrd Sisters seem to 
have a powerful impact on 
audiences, appealing to “the 
lover, the fool and the dreamer 
in all of us.”

Traditional blue and orange 
tarps may be sighted in large 
numbers over Gallagher Park 
hill from morning to well 
after dark. The tarp is also the 
essential element in the daily 
homesteading ritual that 
occurs every morning and 
leaves the hill looking like 
Grandma’s patchwork quilt, 
if Grandma was partial to 
orange and blue.
